This 
bill is the main item in a

program. It survived efforts by 
House Republicans to change it 
on second reading Wednesday 
and House Speaker Phillip E.

The Democratic program is 
not a compact package of bills 
moving forward as a unit, as is 
the Republican plan which has

Prisoner Captured Who 


Held Four Hostage 


LONDON, Ont. 
(UIM)

Police 
firing 
tear-gas 
canisters today captured an escaped prisoner who had 
held four children at gunpoint in a farmhouse until his 
demands for money and a getaway car were met. 
The last of the hostages, 12 year-old Robert Field, was 
released earlier unharmed from the getaway car. 
David Wayne Cline, 22, once a babysitter for the Field 
family, was arrested in a house in northeast London. 
After evacuating neighbors, police fired two tear-gas 
canisters into the house, then rushed in and arrested 
him. 
No shots were fired. 
Robert, and an ex-convict recruited by Cline to drive 
the getaway car, were freed shortly after I a.m . EST by 
police who stopped Hie car in downtown London. Cline 
and his girl friend, Gail Guest, had already fled. There 
was no word on the whereabouts of Miss Guest. 
The unmarked police car. supplied by officers, had 
cruised Wednesday night through Toronto where Cline 
fired on a police unit. 
“Get those-------------off my tail or 1 11 shoot the kid,” 
he yelled over the police radio There were no injuries 
The car then headed back to London where Cline had 
held the four members of the George F ield family in 
their farmhouse for 24 hours. 
Cline, known by the children as “Uncle Wayne," had 
released David, 4, Donald, ll, and Him, 7, when police 
met his demands for $10,000 and the car. He kept Robert 
hostage, pledging to release him unhurt when he was a 
safe distance away. 
“The young boy was in good physical case and was not 
harmed in any way,” said a police spokesman. “ He has 
spoken with inspectors and he has been reunited with his 
family.” 
Police said no charges would be brought against the 
unidentified ex-inmate who drove the car with police 
approval. 
The siege began Tuesday w hen four men fleeing from 
police after a superm arket robbery burst into the F ield 
home 
Mrs. Marion F’ield and her son, David, were held at 
gunpoint, and were joined shortly by the thioe other 
children arriving from school 
Officers rushed the house, and three of the bandits 
were 
arrested 
trying 
to escape. 
Cline, 
however, 
disarmed two officers and fired on them as they fled 
One policeman sustained cuts from flying glass. 
Mrs. Field then was released to begin negotiations 
with police.

miles long. Straightened out, 
it could reach around the 
earth at the equator I and 
3/4 times.

One aspect that im ­ 
pressed the American Socie­ 
ty of Civil Engineers is the 
fact that, despite its stagger­ 
ing size, the highway system 
is a real public money-saver.

O peration is check­ 
ed at all stages and after nec­ 
essary corrections are made, 
the improvem ents are built 
into later engineering design. 
In effect, the highway sys­ 
tem is being constantly im­ 
proved. 
The 
system 
also 
has developed innovations 
in bridge design that make 
them 
more 
beautiful and 
safer. 
There is an added benefit 
for com m unities served by 


the highway system: value 
of surrounding land has in­ 
creased and business and in­ 
dustry has benefited--partic-

TRADING WITH RUSSIA 


Last week’s announcement that the Soviet Union was 
unwilling to accept the term s of the trade bill that was 
pushed through Congress in December has caused 
varying American reactions, from consternation to a sour 
satisfaction. 


The publicized reason for the Moscow decision was 
resentment of a provision that ties certain United States 
trade concessions to a loosening of Soviet emigration 
policies, specifically pertaining to Jews but also including 
“others.” Moscow said this was meddling in Soviet in­ 
ternal affairs — which is true. 


Some more skeptical American commentators have 
suggested that Moscow’s reasons may have been more 
economical than ideological. They suggested that even 
with acceptance of the repugnant emigration conditions 
the Soviet Union still would not have obtained the kind of 
trade bargains it is seeking. 


One thing involved is “most-favored nation” status, 
which simply means that special licensing of exports and 
imports and special controls on government-backed 
credit would be eliminated. The bill provided this, con­ 
tingent on the emigration clause. 


It also provided for some government guarantees or 
insurance for loans to Communist countries, but with an 
aggregate ceiling of $300 million. This, the skeptics 
ruminate, was what really snagged the deal. 


They are probably correct. The Soviet Union has 
given many indications of being interested in buying lots 
of things in the U.S. — on credit. Under the 1952 trade 
agreement some substantial credits to Russia — totaling 
in the hundreds of millions —• have been approved by the 
Export-Import Bank to assist Soviet purchases in the U.S. 


We’ve had difficulty mustering any real enthusiasm 
for trade with the Soviet Union, being unable to forget 
Nikita Khruschev’s promise to bury us and our suspicion 
that they’re trying to get us to sell them the shovels. Trade 
on credit piles folly on top of folly. 


For a clincher, consider a statem ent Saturday in the 
Soviet government newspaper Izvestia. It said the 1952 
agreement has now collapsed, and therefore the Soviet 
Union is no longer obligated to pay off $722 million for 
World War II lend-lease aid. That was a piddling com­ 
promise figure scaled down from several billions. Now 
Izvestia suggested welshing on even that. 


If the U.S. sells what the Soviets want on credit, when 
could we really expect payment?

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This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U. S.

The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. Can I bepill making tax 
deductible contributions now to 
an individual retirement sav­ 
ings program under the new 
pension reform legislation? 


A. No. The legislation does 
not perm it such contributions 
until Ja n u a ry I, 1975. S tartin g 
next year, both employees and 
self-employed persons receiv­ 
ing compensation will be able 
to establish individual retire­ 
ment savings programs if they 
are not covered under qualified 
employer 
plans, 
Government 
plans or certain annuities. 


Q. While looking for a new 
job, I’ve had to pay for trans­ 
portation to interviews, dupli­ 


cation of my resume and fees 
to employment agencies to look 
for a position for me. Are any 
of these expenses tax deduct­ 
ible? 


A. No. Job-hunting expen­ 
ses— those you incur with the 
hope of future employment— 
and fees paid to employment 
agencies 
for 
seeking 
rath er 
than .securing new employment 
are not deductible. The fee you 
pay to an agency for actually 
getting you a new job is de­ 
ductible. 


Q. Which fees that I pay to 
my broker are deductible in­ 
come-producing expenses?

A. Fees you pay to your 
broker, a bank, or similar agent 
to collect your bond interest or 
dividends on shares of stock 
are deductible. But a fee you 
pay to your broker to acquire 
investment property, such as 
stocks or bonds, is not deduct­ 
ible. It is added to the cost of 
the property. 


Q. I just found an error on 
an income tax return I filed 
two years ago. Is it too late 
for me to file an amended re­ 
turn to correct this mistake? 


A. No. An amended return 
or refund claim 
(Form 843 
or I (MOX) m ust be filed within 
three years from the date you 
filed your original return (a 
return filed early is considered 
to have been filed on the due 
date) or within two years from 
the time the tax was paid, 
whichever is later.

But it requires time for these 
chances to be reflected in egg 
production and price.For in­ 
stance, a chick hatched last 
Spetember will begin producing 
eggs next March and that bird 
will be in production about a 
year, so, today s decisions 
affect output and prices six to 19 
months in the future. 
By mid-1975 egg production 
probably will be five per cent 
below the 1974 level, Schrader 
believes. As a consequence 
prices will likely be higher than 
those of last year. And this rise 
will be reflected also at the 
retail level, the economist adds.

(U P I) - A 
mother who gave birth to IO 
babies in IO months may take a 
fertility drug again because she 
doesn’t want her single surviv­ 
ing sextuplet 
to be an only 
child. 
Last Dec. 8 Mrs. Charlotte M. 
Lange became the mother of 
sextuplets, five of whom died. 
Earlier she bore quadruplets, 
none of whom survived. The 
surviving sextuplet is 2 pound, 
14 ounce Jolene Renee, who 
was nam ed a fte r a country 
western song. She lies on an 
imitation sheepskin rug 
that 
protects her fragile skin in an 
incubator at the Santa Clara 
Valley Medical Center where 
her every breath is carefully 
monitored. 
“ I don’t want Jolene to be an 
only 
child,’’ 
the 
26-year-old 
Mrs. Lange said. “ I ’m going to 
wait a year and see if they can 
find out why I have multiple 
births with Pergonal (a fertility 
drug). 
I don’t regret taking 
Pergonal —I just regret that 
those babies died.” 
Doctors 
b elieve 
Jo le n e ’s 
chance for life is good. 
“ I ’m not so naive to think 
nothing could happen to her 
and I didn’t want Jolene to be 
alone,” she explained. “ When 
she’s ready to come home, then 
I ’ll think about getting a room 
ready —right now, I don’t want 
to do anything to jinx it.” 
Mrs. Lange and her husband 
Alvin, a 31-year old armored 


truck driver, are like the one of 
every 
IO 
American 
couples 
which face fertility problems. 
They wanted children badly. 
“ W e have a good marriage, 
but 
we 
felt 
something 
was 
missing,” she said. 
“ We 
don’t 
have 
anything 
against adoption, in fact my 
husband is adopted ” 
Yet they shunned adoption 
because of stories of “ bureau­ 
cratic 
red 
tape 
—all 
those 
interviews, social workers, tak­ 
ing days off from the job —and 
the lack of babies.” 
In addition, Mrs. Lange said 
she had hoped to continue her 
job as a V eteran s’ Hospital 
clerk-typist. Her mother would 
care for her baby during the 
day, along with the child of her 
working 
sister, 
but adoption 
agencies don’t look favorably 
on that kind of arrangement. 


When Mrs. Lange went to a 
doctor specializing in fertility 
problems, she found out her 
disorder occurs in only about 15 
per cent of infertile women and 
is treatable with the relatively 
new drug Pergonal. 


Many women taking the drug 
have

births, 
but 
the 
chance for a multiple birth of 
more 
than 
twins 
is one 
in 
twenty. 


In her second pregnancy, she 
expected triplets and spent ^10 
weeks in bed at her mother’s 
home. Then she delivered a 
half dozen 2 ‘ 2 -months prem a­ 
ture babies.

I ’m sure you have heard by 
now that if you talk to your 
plants they will grow better, 
bigger and healthier.

It seems 
as if an experiment involving 
prayer, psychic thought and soy 
beans took place last year near 
Jamestown, Ohio. A twelve acre 
plot was divided in half and 
planted with soy beans.

There are far too 
many people who abandon the 
whole idea of a loving God 
simply because they don’t think 
God answers their prayers. 
We must remember, first of 
all that God has promised to 
supply all our needs. Too often 
we mix up what we need with 
what we want. A lot of people 
who don’t 
understand 
this 
distinction wind up mad at God. 
Because they don’t get what 
they want (but think they need) 
they become practical atheists. 
We must also remember the

metal parts all over again. Or 
else they may be ordered from 
the original firm.

Holds Graduation Ceremonies

JACKSON, Mich. (U P I) - In 
many ways, graduation day for 
Jerome Smith was no different 
than the thousands of com­ 
mencement 
ceremonies 
held 
across America each year. 
There were mortarboard hats 
with tassels, the solemn “ Pomp 
and Circumstance” march and 
hard-earned sheepskins. 
But unlike most graduates, 
Smith and his 20 classmates 
never visited the campus of 
their new alma mater, Jackson 
Community College. 
The 27-year old Detroiter is a 
prisoner of Southern Michigan 
Prison, serving the second year 
of an 8-to-15-year sentence for 
manslaughter. 
Graduation 
ceremonies 
for 
his tiny class were held inside 
the institution 
—the world’s 
largest walled 
prison 
—and 
marked 
the 
nation’s 
first 
commencement 
held 
behind 
prison doors. 
The 21 men received associ­ 
ate degrees in genera! studies 
and arts and sciences through 
an 
extension 
program 
by 
attending 
classes 
inside 
the 
prison—on '.heir own time. 
“ It took a lot of burning the 
midnight oil but being here and 
wanting to remain busy, it was 
a real good thing,” said Smith, 
who 
carried 
a 
solid 
“ B ” 
average. 
He completed his studies for 
his degree in less than two 
years while working full time 
inside the prison. 
Several of the men were 
completing 
their second as­ 
sociate’s degrees, although the 
ceremony was the first formal 
recognition of their accomplish­ 
ments. 
The program was started in 
1967 with nine convict-students 
and has ballooned to more than 
800 students with 107 classes. It 
is the largest program of its 
kind in the country. 
In addition, IOO men assigned 
to the minimum security trusty 
division 
of 
the 
prison 
are 
allowed to travel to the campus 
to take classes between 9 p.m. 
and 3 a m. five days a week. 
Besides the courses leading to 
associate’s degrees, classes are 
offered leading to certification 
in bookkeeping, electrical ser­ 
vice, electronics, drafting and 
mechanics. 
Smith 
and 
his 
classmates 


said their associate’s degrees 
whetted their intellectual ap­ 
petites. Many said they will 
seek 
bachelor degrees upon 
their release from prison.

Feminine Horizon

INDIANAPOLIS

The first woman president of 
the Indiana Council of Churches 
has served an apprenticeship 
for her new responsibilities that 
began as a teen-ager in Winona 
Lake. 
Mrs. Dorothea Green, wife of 
the Rev. Robert E. Green, 
pastor of Mount Olive United 
Methodist 
Ch” rch 
at 
In ­ 
dianapolis, says, “ I am not 
particularly good at bragging— 
I am mostly good at working.” 
Her record of work is a lengthy 
one that already has included a 
number of other “ firsts” for 
her sex. 
She was the first woman vice 
president of the council before 
her election last weekend as 
president 
and 
first 
woman 
delegate from the South In­ 
diana Conference of the Metho­ 
dist Church to the general 
church conference in 1972. 
Headed ’74 Conference 
She headed a 1974 conference 
in Bloomington of most reli­ 
gious 
faiths 
that 
took 
an 
exhaustive 
look 
at 
public 
morality and produced several 
significant 
recommendations 
which were presented to Gov. 
Otis R. Bowen. 
Mrs. Green also has served 
on the general board of the 
National Council of Churches 
and on 
committees 
of 
the 
United Methodist Church — 
state, 
national 
and 
interna­ 
tional. 


“ I did feel that it was a 
major step forward for women 
as well as for the council to 
elect a woman as president,” 
she said. “ But I also am still 
involved in our local church. I 
teach a young married peoples' 
class. I feel that if all the work 
I do did not have a tie into ‘the 
Rock from which we are hewn’ 
it would have no meaning.” 


The Greens have been mar­ 
ried for 32 years and during 
that time, as is the practice 
among the Methodist churches, 
they have been assigned to a 
number of places. 


Met at Winona 
They first met at Winona 
Lake 
where 
Mrs. 
Green’s 
father, the late Howard M. 
Scott, came from Chicago, her 
birthplace, to set up the press 
and printing facilities of the 
Free Methodist Church. The 
Scotts decided to make Winona 
Lake their home and 
Mrs. 
Green’s mother still lives there. 
Mrs. Green recalled that her 
first parsonage home was in 
Bloomington while her husband 
was attending Indiana Universi­ 


ty and serving as pastor of a

included Helton Ville. At one

were 
there for five years and also 
have lived in Sullivan, Fortville 
and Greenwood.

He also argues that it is “ a 
book about man’s understand­ 
ing of an experience with God” 
and, citing the ancient Jew s’ 
oral tradition which resulted in 
divergent views about God and 
man, said “ these stand side by 
side in the book and tell us of 
our ancestors changing and 
developing beliefs.

Divine ... the text is often 
touched by the ineffable Pre­ 
sence.” 
In the commentary on Gene­ 
sis, the book is divided into six 
sections—an introductory note, 
the original Hebrew, the new 
Jewish Publication Society Eng­ 
lish translation, a brief com­ 
mentary on the text, followed 
by a discussion of the section’s 
major theme or themes and a 
section of what Plaut calls 
“ Gleanings,” 
quotations 
and 
excerpts from ancient Jewish 
sources, from scholars of all 
denominations, 
archeological 
findings, linguistic studies, 
modern poets and novelists and 
other 
sources 
which 
might 
illuminate the text. 
“ The Torah is important for 
yet 
another 
reason,” 
Plaut 
said. 
“ This commentary proceeds 
from the assumption that in 
addition to the original meaning 
and interpretations offered over 
the centuries the Torah has 
relevance for our time,” he 
said. 
Plaut cited as an example the 
story of the building of the 
tower of Babel. 
For 
many 
years, he said, the story was 
seen 
as 
a 
tale 
of 
man’s 
arrogance. “ Today it speaks to 
us as a warning about the 
dehumanizing effects of urban 
life.” 
In a statement not included in 
the commentary, Plaut expand­ 
ed the theme of the Babel 
story: 
“ The Tower of Babel is in 
effect judgment on man who 
has 
seen 
the 
city 
as 
his 
ultimate goal. God says that 
men 
are 
here 
for 
taller 


buildings 
and 
overcrowding. 
Perhaps 
the 
cry 
of 
the 
ecologists is in effect the voice 
of God issuing another Tower of 
Babel warning to man.” 
Rabbi Alexander M. Schind­ 
ler, president of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congrega­ 


tions, said the Genesis volume 
took four years to produce. 
It is, he said, “ another step 
in bringing Reform Jews back

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Business Today 
To Test or Not to Test

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
idea is widespread in business 
and industry that the federal 
government has, for practical 
purposes, banned aptitude tests 
in screening job applicants, but 
it mistaken one according to a 
testing pioneer. 
Charles Rudman, President 
of New York’s Klein Institute 
for Aptitude Evaluation, said, 
“ It’s 
amazing 
how 
many 
business people/assum e they 
can’t use tests and hence must 
hire unqualified workers or else 
face possible charges of dis­ 
crimination.” 
In several administrative and 
court decisions, some aptitude 
tests have been ruled illegal on 
the grounds they were drawn in 
ways that resulted in race or 
sex discrimination. “ But to test 
or not to test never has been 
the legal question involved,” he 


said. 
This 
was 
most 
recently 
demonstrated, Rudman said, in 
the decision of a federal judge 
in Baltimore in a case involving 
a young black man who failed 
to be hired as a securities 
salesm an in a brokerage firm. 
The young man had a college 
degree, was earning his m as­ 
ter’s degree, had some experi­ 
ence in the securities business 
and had passed the registered 


representative examination of 
the 
National 
Association 
of 
Securities Dealers. 
He took a securities sales 
selection battery test and the 
Klein aptitude battery of tests 
in applying for the job with the 
brokerage house. When he was 
not hired, he sued, alleging 
racial discrimination. 
The judge ruled there was no 
discrimination, the battery tests 
were valid in predicting he did 
not show exceptional promise in 
selling. The company said it 
had m ade a business decision 
to concentrate on training its 
existing employes and would 
hire 
only 
newcomers 
with 


exceptional aptitude. 
The court ruled this policy 
was 
within 
the 
government 
guidelines in equal economic 
opportunity. 


“ The 
net 
result 
of 
this 
d ecisio n ,’ ’ Rudm an said , “ is 
that what is legally at stake is 
not the use of aptitude tests but 
the validity of specific tests as 
predictors of on-the-job perfor­ 
m ance.” 


Rudman and other testing 
professionals contend battery 
tests 
are 
the 
answer. 
The 
Baltimore federal judge agreed 
in his written opinion, saying 
professionally developed ability 


tests, job related, are a valid" 
tool in psychologically evaluat­ 
ing an applicant’s aptitude. 
Even in the Duke Power Co., 
case in which one type of 
aptitude test was banned on 
grounds 
the 
questions 
were 
alien to the social background 
of blacks, Chief Justice Warren 
Burger wrote: “ Nothing in the 
(Civil Rights; Act precludes the 
use of testing or measuring 
procedures; obviously, they are 
useful.” 
Rudman said the rulings will 
have no discernible effect on 
the affirm ative action program 
to increase job opportunities for 
all minorities. They simply will 
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give em ployers the right to 
demand that all job applicants 
demonstrate reasonably high 
qualifications and aptitudes for

E lain e 
R ose-R uderm an 
reached this conclusion after 
making 
an

survey 
among about 40 middle income 
hom em akers in two areas of 
the Queens borough of New 
York City. 
Mrs. Rose-Ruderman, a pro­ 
gram coordinator in consumer 
education 
training 
for 
the 
Cornell University Cooperative 
Extension Service, was trying 
to determ ine if women have 
altered 
their 
food 
shopping 
habits as food prices continue 
to rise. 
“A lot are baking their own 
bread now or they want to 
learn how,” she said in a 
telephone interview. 
“ But 
nothing 
much 
has 
changed 
(in 
their 
shopping 
habits generally.) 
“They said they were shop­ 
ping more carefully, reading 
can labels. 
“ But all said they served a 
m eat 
or 
poultry 
dish 
a 
minimum of four tim es a week. 
I purposely left out fish and 
seafood (from my questions), 
and 
a 
couple 
of 
wom en 
volunteered that they have been 
trying 
for m ore fish 
m eals 
recently.” 
Mrs. Rose-Ruderman added 
that most felt —erroneously — 
that 
a 
meal 
is 
incomplete 
without m eat or fish. They said 
they served these relatively 
expensive 
protein 
foods 
for 
health reasons or because their 
fam ilies 
enjoyed 
them 
or 
because their husbands didn’t 
enjoy fish. 
“ But 
they’re 
not 
going 
ov erb o ard on cupcakes, pies 
and doughnuts,” she added, 
“ and they are serving cheese, 
fruits, vegetables and peanut 
butter for snacks instead.” 
For beverages, they tend to 
choose milk and fruit juices, 
but rarely soda. 
“ I have the im pression that 
nobody serves w ater any more 
at m eals. They m ay have milk, 
soda, juice, punch, iced tea.” 
H om em akers 
could 
save 
money 
by 
substituting 
pow­ 
dered milk for fluid milk but 
many said they did not because 
they didn’t like the consistency 
or flavor of the powdered types 
or their fam ilies preferred fluid 
whole milk. 
A few even thought powdered
